The law of procedure tells you. 
how to appeal your case to high- 
er courts when you feel that you 
have not had a fair trial. 

Procedural law comes down 
to us from years of experience in 
the courts of many lands. 
Through the centuries procedure 
tends to become cumbersome, 
but it has had great periods of 
reform. In America we have had 
many good changes in our court 
procedure. In the United States 
we tend to give our courts the 
power to change their rules. 

Throughout its history, the 
State Bar has helped to study 
and improve ‘court rules. The 
aim is a simple set of rules to 
do justice with speed, uniform- 
ity, and fairness. 

NOTE: The State Bar of 
California offers this column 
for your information so that 
you may know more about 
how to act under our laws. 


COURT RULES PROTECT 
RIGHTS AND INSURE FAIR 
TRIALS 


Many people see court proce- 
dure as a mere tool of delay, of 
‘concern chiefly to lawyers and 
judges. But court rules are real 
| tools of justice. 

The law is made up of two 
parts—the ‘‘substantive’’ and the 
‘‘procedural’’ law. The first de- 
fines rights, duties, and reme- 
dies. It enforces contracts and 
rights wrongs. It describes 
crimes and sets up punishments. 
People can see its worth. Pro- 
cedural law tells what steps to 
take to put substantive law to 
work for us. 

Some of our most vital rights 
live in procedural law. A day 
in court means more than the 
right to have your say before 
a judge and jury. It means your 
rights to be well represented be- 
fore an impartial judge and jury, 
to have time to prepare for your 
trial. It means that you get due 
notice of the action against you: 
that the complaint or indict- 
ment shall state a clear cause of 
action. Due process of law means 
that you shall meet your accus- 
ers face to face; to cross-exam-
